Tom was one of the moving 
forces behind the building of 
the Scandinavian Centre, and 
on its completion in 1964 he 
became its first manager, 
retiringin 1969. During those

Centre, and as a result of his 
hard work the mortgage was 
paid off. 

Even after he retired, Tom 
still helped out at the Centre in 
many ways, even relieving as 
manager again at times. His 
interest never waned, and the 
Scandinavian people are in- 
debted to him for much 


valuable advice over the 
years. 
Likewise, Vera has coor- 


dinated Charter Flights to 
Scandinavia since 1964 and 


has contributed unlimited 
time and effort. Every year 
there has been a sizable con- 
tribution to the tune of 
$8,000.00 in 1983 and 
$7,000.00 in 1982. 

Both of them have helped 
many new Danish Canadians 
over the years. They are long- 
time active members of the 
Danish Society ‘’Dania’’ and 
Vera has been part of Bikuben 
for many years. 

The Nielsens lived on Ed- 
monton South Side for 20 


years and moved to the North 


side to be closer to the Cen- 
tre. 

Tom and Vera had 5 
children - Elsie (Mrs. Henry 
Duport) of Ardrossan; Betty 
(Mrs.

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MY SWEDISH HERITAGE 


By Verna Larson 


My first recollections of stories my 
grandmother told me were of ‘‘fa- 
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boan’’, which was a group of little log 
cabins situated in the hits some 
distance from the main villages where 
the families lived. 

Their small land holdings. did not 
provide enough feed for their stock, 
so they had to find grazing pastures in 
the hills. Here then, to the ‘‘faboan’’ 
they took their cattle, horses and 
goats for summer feeding, and return- 
ed in mid-September. They called this 
buffering’. 

Several families from a_ village 
would make this summer sojourn, and 
each would have a cabin were they 
slept, and there was a larger com- 
munal cabin where they cooked their 
meals, baked bread (knackibrod, 
which they strung from wall to wall 
with strings run through holes in the 
round flat bread), made butter, mis- 
smor (or mis-ost) and various kinds of 
cheese. These they brought back 


home to the village for their winter ~ 


food supply. 
The trek up to the faboan was in 


itself a ceremonious affair: To haul 
the supplies up to the hills they used 
horses or oxen-drawn carts and/or 
packhorses, laden with food, clothing 
and other essential supplies they 
would need for their two to three- 
month stay in the hills. 

On the day of departure, usually the 
10th of June, all the villagers would 
gather to see them off and wish them 
well on their journey. Naturally there 
would be music, and several fiddlers 
(spelmannen) would march in the 
lead, followed by the villagers and 
then the heavily laden carts. How far 
the fiddlers and villagers led the 
caravan is not clear - perhaps until 
they tired of the walk. 


Many of the small cottages in 
the faboan have been renovated and 
are being used as summer cottages, a 
favourite retreat for the Swedes who 
love to get away from the bustling 
cities and relax in the quiet of the 
countryside.

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ART TAUGHT TO 
GIFTED CHILDREN 


By Margaret K. Smith (Nee Nelson- 
Nystrom) 


We began in November, and due to 
the flu missed awhile but continued 
later on through to mid-January. In 
total we completed a little more then 
ten hours of instruction on crafts and 
information. 

We had a glossary to follow. This 

involved four pages of information on 
history, cosmotology, myths, arts, 
ceramics, furniture, famous painters, 
sculptors, authors and changing ar- 
chitectural forms. Folk-art was also 
discussed and its importance in the 
economic and political spectrum. We 
were greatly intrigued by the enor- 
mous findings in the bogs that added 
so much to the total history and ar- 
chaeology of the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. We began with a simple discus- 
sion and pictures of the gradual 
withdrawal of ice, the bronze age, 
stone age etc., with the artifacts 
found and consistent with the period; 
migration routes and eventual effects 
on home countries’ development by 
the notions gleaned abroad, were also 
noted. 
~ Involved in the handicraft area was 
an attempt at woodcarving; also a 
small article of primitive weaving was 
made utilizing small stones wrapped 
in cloth and attached to the warp 
while using some natural wool newly 
spun on the article made; one lesson 
was spent working with clay, here 
they made a primitive pot with incised 
decorations and rolled clay as well as 
a runic tablet. Incising was made 
with an old mollusk shell or bone frag- 
ment. Finally, they drew an old Viking 
clinker-built ship and a stave church 
with drakhoder, leaves and other car- 
vings from a long time ago. 

Notable also was the return to a 
simpler expression in some artistic 


areas after the elaborate borrowed in- . 


fluences of the 14 to 18 centries. 

Throughout, the blending of the crafts 
and histories; the viewing of many 
pictures and the interspersing of 
selections from the Song of the Sybil, 
Havamol and other early scriptures 
made my first attempt at such a pro- 
ject most interesting. These children 
are marvellous in that they take part 
in extra courses several hours over 
the weekends to further their 
knowledge in other areas.
